Two years ago at tha general election 


the people of NevaJ», in accordance 
with Constitutioual provision and in th* 
manner prescribed by the LsgiMnture of 
1888, decided at the ballot box in favor 
of a convention to frame a new Const! 
tution. 
A mnjority of the Legislature of 


1891, 
for reasonn host known to the 


members, disregarded the will of their 
constituents and their official oaths aud 
refused to make provision for a Constitu- 
tional Convention. 
Subsequently the 


Legislature, no doubt deeming that it 
could revise the Constitution more satis- 
factorily to ihe bosses than a convention 
expressly selected by the people for the 
purpose, 
proposed 
twenty six amend- 


ments to the fundamental law of the 
State. 
Several of those amendments, 


whether m<ido so intentionally or acci- 
dentally, had considerable merit. 
One 


proposed that the Supreme Court consist 
of a Chief Justice vested with authority 
to call two District Judges to act with 
him in determining cases on appeal. 
Another abolished tins offioo of Lieuten- 
ant Governor; a third made the Attorney 
General ex-offlcio Secretary of State and 
consolidated 
the offices 
of Treasurer, 


Controller and Surveyor General and 
Land Register. 


The Constitution provides that any 


amendment or amendments thereto may 
be proposed in the Senate or Assembly, 
and if the same shall bo agreed to bv a 
majority of all thu members elected to 
each of tha two Houses, such proposed 
ameadmenl or amendments shall 
be 


•ntcred on their respective journals, mth 
the yeas and nays taken thereon and re- 
ferred to the Legislature then next to bo 
chosen, and shall bo published for throe 
months next preceding the time of mak- 
ing such choice." 


It is the duty of tho State iffliers, 


(tha lawyers say of the Secretary ot 
State) to publish the proposed amend- 
ments throe months next preceding the 
election which is to take place next 
Tuesday. That duty has not Leen pep 
formed and the proposed umsndments to 
which the last Legislature devoted a > 
much time and which were printed in 
the statutes of 1891, fall to the ground. 


This negligence i» criminal and may 


be the result of a conspiracy to prevent 
the abolition of crrtain SUte offices, 
which though expensive, are not neces- 
sary. 
Heretofore proposed amendments 


were nullified because thu yeas aud nays 
taken thereon in tho two Houses of the 
legislature were not entered in the re- 
spective journals of thu Senate and 
Assembly. Now the Legislature refuse* 
to call a convention to revise the Consti- 
tution, though the qualified electors ot 
the State ut the ballot box declared fc r 
such convention, and the State officer or 
officers, whose duty it is to publish those 
proposed 
vneudments, fail to perform 


that duty, and 
the offices cannot be 


abolished or consolidated before 
the 


State election of 1804, when a lull com- 
plement of State officers will again have 
to be chosen. 


Is it aot time (here was H People's 


party to cairy out necessary reforms in 
Nevada us well us to protest against the 
infamous trea'meut our iutensts receive 
from the Wall street parlies at Washing- 
ton? The last Suto Legislature, which 
was overwhelmingly Republican, set tha 
will of th» people aside aud expressed 
no more regard for the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the voters of the State, than, if 
those wishes had been expressed by tha 
Washoes or Piutns, and now the State 
officers by neglecting their sworn duties, 
show as utter contempt for tho taxpayers 
as did thu L'^iaUture. There is a rem 
edy, fortunately, for this deplorable state 
of bti'airs, aud the place to apply it la at 
tha ballot box next Tuosduy by electing 
the Siher aod People's ptrty tickut, 
every candidate on which U pledged uot 
only to do 
all in his power for the 


great iuduscry of the State, but also to 
inaugurate necessary reforms and «x 
puuge viciou3 laws from the Statutes of 
the State.

oar people; He has given His grace to the 
sorrowing. Now, therefore, I, Benjimin 
Harrison, President of the United Steles, 
do call npon our people t» observe, as we 
have been wont, Thursday, the twenty- 
fourth day of this month of November as a 
da; of thanksgiving to God for His mercies 
and of supplication for His continued care 
and grace.
